Facebook posts from the Lions 
Of Rojava [otherwise known 
as the YPG] appealing for the 
help of ex-military in their fight 
against ISIS in Kurdistan. I'd 
spent six years in the Royal 
Green Jackets, so I felt like 
I had something to offer the 
Kurdish people. 

"I got in touch and they 
expressed their interest in me 
coming over. They gave me 
a telephone number for 
someone who runs a safe 
house for foreign fighters in 
Sulaymaniyah and was told to 
phone them when I arrived at 
the airport in Iraq. From there, 

I was smuggled across the 
border into Syria - which 
wasn't a problem until I had 
a nine-hour march to Kobani 
with golb of gear on my back!" 

Kurdish hospitality 

"The Kurds are some of the 
most kind and gracious people 
I've ever met. There were 
around 150 foreigners from 

iT 


America, Germany, Italy, 
France and Spain and they 
won't take a penny for food 
or even a haircut. 

"When we got time off, 

I tried to relax with them as 
much as possible. They were 
always feeding us, but it's very 
basic, mostly just tomatoes, 
bread and rice. If we were lucky, 
we would get some chicken 
and potatoes. 


"The YPG's tactics leave 
a lot to be desired, though. 
The majority of their fighters 
are volunteers but come from 
a non-military background, 
who receive just 45 days of 
training - most of which is 
ideology to prepare them for 
the battle against the Daesh." 
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The battle 

“The skill levels of the Daesh 
are very similar to the YPG, 
but they fight to the death: they 
really don't care. The YPG was 
set up as a defence unit and will 
never launch an attack against 
them, so it's constantly one step 
forward and three steps back. 

“As a unit, we became quite 
resourceful at creating rather 
impressive weapons. My 
favourite was the Zagros, which 
was basically a sniper rifle 
made using the barrel of a 
heavy-duty machine gun. It 
packs a punch and has a range 
of around 3,000 metres. 

“We didn't often get close to 
the enemy and would normally 
engage them at around 600 to 
700 metres. Most of the fighting 
is done with anti-aircraft 
cannons or mortar rounds. 


Sometimes they managed to 
sneak up close enough for us 
to use our rifles, but soon fled. 
The closest reported sighting 
I heard of was 10 metres." 

The lourney home 

“The YPG sent me home for 
specialist treatment on my left 
eye after some shrapnel 
became lodged in it when 
a mortar round struck five 
metres away from my position. 
I've got little vision at the 
moment, which made me 
useless as I shoot left-handed. 

“I've heard of Brits who 
have travelled back and the 
police have brought them in 
at the airport for eight hours of 
questioning, but that hasn't 
put me off. I'll be back in a few 
months when my eye has fully 
recovered."
